He was pastor 
of Baptist churches in Ohio and New 
York City. 

From 1954 to 1956 Dr. Spike was 
minister of Judson Memorial Church in 
New York, establishing a program of

The Rev. Harold T. Janes, minister 
of the First Central Congregational 
Church of Omaha, Neb., has been ap- 
pointed by the Board of Home Mis- 
sions and the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions to 
lead the denomination in the next bien- 
nial emphasis on higher education. He 
will direct the campaign to raise 
$7,500,000 in the next two years.

A- 
mong the outstanding foreign colleges 
and universities growing out of the 
denomination’s missionary endeavors 
are Doshisha University and Kobe 
College in Japan, Jaffna College in 
Ceylon, Aleppo College in Syria, and 
the American University in Beirut.

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PROJECT OF THE MONTH 


What do the boys and girls in your 
church school think of when you men- 
tion the Sioux Indians? Do visions of 
galloping red men pursuing army of- 
ficers across the TV screens pop into 
their heads, — or is it a lone brave rid- 
ing across the prairie seeking out the 
puffalo herd? How many of them 
know what the Indian Americans are 
like today, crowded on reservations 
that sustain them at bare existence or 
adrift in the cities trying to adjust to 
a new and sometimes frightening way 
of life. Someone has said that the Sioux 
people are now like a man swimming 
in the middle of a stream who cannot 
go back to the shore from which he 
came but does not know how to go to 
the opposite bank. Your church is 
working with Indian Americans — let 
us examine what it is doing and what 
more we might do. 

Through the Board of Home Missions 
and the Council for Social Action we 
are attempting to ‘influence legislation. 
on behalf of our Sioux friends. Schol- 
arships are provided for young people. 
Some direct aid is given to churches by 
their conference. And an educational 
program has been started in the chur- 
ches with an emphasis on leadership 
training. Each year interested teachers 
attend the Black Hills workshop for 
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THIS WORKED FOR US 


Do you have difficulty securing tea- 
chers for your church school? We did 
— until this past year. Our Christian 
Education Committee, after several 
months discussion, decided that a new 
emphasis and approach was needed. 
They decided we should “play up” 
church school teaching; emphasize that 
it is not an easy job, and that only the 
best teachers are wanted in our 
church school, only those who are will- 
ing to take the training course planned 
by our Christian Education Committee 
and attend quarterly departmental 
training meetings. With that back- 
ground, they also decided on a goal of 


guidance and training. Miss Leila And- 
erson, special representative of the 
Board of Home Missions’ Division of 


Christian Education, recently spent 
several months visiting the Indian 
American churches. Miss Anderson 


writes: 

“The church can do something; both 
in its influence in governmental poli- 
cies and in its concern, understanding, 
and help on local situations. It can 
give the ‘cup of cold water’ for what 
at times seems a bottomless pit of hu- 
man need and yet at the same time 
work on long range programs to guide 
and challenge the people to face and 
work solutions with a sense of divine 
mission.” 

Here are some ways in which we 
may all extend the “cup of cold water” 
to our Indian friends through Friend- 
ly Service. 1) Good used clothing, €s- 
pecially for school age children. 2) 
School supplies — pencils, crayons, 
notebooks, ball point pens, etc. 3) Bi- 
bles — RSV, Bible story books (ages 
4 to 14), and Church School materials. 
4) Audio-Visual aids for church 
schools,

two teachers per class; the major tea- 
cher would plan together with his as- 
sisting teacher for the entire quarter’s 
lessons. The assisting teacher would 
come to the first three classes in the 
fall to become acquainted with the 
class; a regular schedule would be 
worked out to the satisfaction of these 
two cooperating teachers, enabling the 
major teacher to take a Sunday off ev- 
ery five weeks, on the average. In ad- 
dition to this, the helping teacher 
would be a trained substitute in case 
of illness or emergency at any time— 

Our committee surprised even itself. 
The entire church school staff was all 
lined up by July! Books were given to 
these teachers to be reading over the 
summer months, at their leisure — 
background reading on the psychology 
of teaching each particular age group. 
In September, four training sessions 
were held, once weekly, and two out- 
side leaders led our discussions on 
“How to prepare a lesson,” “How to 
teach a lesson,” “Creative activities in 
teaching,” and “Music and worship in 
the church school.” 

The week before church school op- 
ened in October, the teachers met by 
Gepartments and went over their les- 
sons for the quarter, sharing ideas and 
suggestions on the best way to present 
each lesson. Similar departmental 
meetings were held the first week in 
January, and again prior to the next 
quarter’s work. 

It does work. We are a small church 
of about 140 members. We have in- 
creased our church school from 97 to 
154 this year!

Sponsored jointly by the American 
Missionary Association Division of the 
Board of Home Missions and Fisk Uni- 
versity, the 14th annual institute will 
be held this year June 30 - July 12. 

The general purpose of the Institute 
is to orient leaders of local communi- 
ties in the problems, processes and 
methods of implementing better inter- 
group relations.
